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Turkey  Demands 
that  All  Write 
in  Latin  Script 

Thin  is  Part  of  Widespread  Educational 
Movement,  Another  Step  Toward  De¬ 
velopment  of  National  Unity. 


Turkey  has  started  an  educational  ex¬ 
periment  without  precedent  in  demand¬ 
ing  that  all  of  her  citizens  from  the 
lowest  to  the  highest  give  up  the  fnm- 
iliar  Arabic  script  and  learn  to  road 
and  write  in  Latin  characters 

When  schools  opened  this  autumn 
every  class  began  using  Latin  instead 
of  Arabic  letters.  During  the  summer 
•months  the  newspapers  printed  daily 
instructions  for  study.  To  facilitate 
this,  one  column  was  printed  in  Latin 
^script  which  reads  from  left  to  right 
and  the  remainder  in  Arabic  script 
which  reads  from  right  to  left. 

The  change  has  been  complete  and 
far  reaching.  Newspapers,  public  docu¬ 
ments,  school  books,  automobile  licenses, 
shop  signs,  all  written  notices  arc  now 
in  Latin  characters.  Turkish  books  will 
be  reprinted  in  the  new  alphabet  as 
fast  as  is  possible. 

Before  the  schools  opened  conferences 
for  teachers  were  held  in  every  district 
of  Turkey  that  the  teachers  might  be 
prepared  to  teach  in  the  Latin  script. 
Courses  were  given  for  government  em¬ 
ployees  and  for  employees  of  all  cor¬ 
porations.  Turks  who  had  already  learn¬ 
ed  tiie  Latin  alphabet  in  studying 
French  and  English  helped  to  teach 
their  fellow  citizens.  Deputies  during 
the  summer  months  travelled  through¬ 
out  their  districts  holding  reading  and 
writing  lessons  in  the  villages.  Mature 
people  who  had  never  learned  to  read 
or  write  are  now  being  taught  to  do  so 
in  the  simpler  Latin  script. 

The  entire  country,  people  of  all  ages 
and  of  all  positions  have  been  studying 
the  samo  thing  at  the  same  time,  in 
itself  a  tremendous  achievement  and  a 
powerful  factor  in  developing  a  feeling 
of  national  unity,  Mustapha  Kcmul 
Pasha  has  pushed  the  change  with  en¬ 
ergy  and  faith  in  the  belief  that  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  alphabet  of  the  west  and 
education  of  the  people  is  necessary  to 
the  advancement  of  the  nation. 

Great  steps  have  been  taken  in  edu¬ 
cation  during  the  past  three  years. 
When  Dr.  John  Dowcy  .completed  1i}b‘ 
survey'  of  elementary  schools  in  Turkey? 
and  outlined  a  plan  for  a  modern,' ad-', 
vanced  elementary  school  system, /tjior.e 
were  only  3,000  elementary  schfinjs.'^'n 
the  country.  Today  there  ar<y&600 
schools  with  an  enrollment  oy  600,000 
out  of  a  population  of  Js,OOQ,000 
Schools  are  being  built  as  rapidly  as 
possible  in  tho  villages  of  tho  interior 
The  problem  facing  Nedjati  Bey,  Min¬ 
ister  of  Public  Instruction,  is  to  secure 
teachers  for  the  schools  that  aro  built- 

young  men  and  women  aro  boing 
urged  to  prepare  themselves  for  teach¬ 
ing  as  a  great  sorvico  to  thoir  country, 
Normal  Schools  aro  being  established  to 
give  special  training  to  teaehors  and 
free  training  at  these  schools  as  woll 
as  a  living  allowance  is  offered  to 
young  women  who  will  agroo  to  touch 
for  three  years.  This  means  being  sent 
into  tho  small  villages  and  has  little 
appeal  to  girls  who  would  rnthor  work 
in  the  cities  but  every  inducement  is 
offered  to  urge  this  almost  civic  and 
social  sorvico  in  tho  effort  to  ostablish 
schools  in  ail  parts  of  the  interior. 

Tho  country  1ms  awakened  to  tho 
need  of  education  so  that  children  arc 
waiting  and  eager  to  go  to  school.  Tho 
question  so  far  is  not  ono  of  compulsory 
education  but  rather  ono  of  providing 
opportunities  fur  education  to  the  chit

The  cost  of  maintaining  a  pupil  in 
public  school  is  more  than  two  and  a 
half  timcB  as  great  today  as  it  was 
fifteen  years  ago,  according  to  the  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Interior.  Back  in  1913 
the  cost  of  schools,  divided  by  the  num¬ 
ber  of  pupils  actually  attending,  showed 
that  $38.31  annually  should  bo  chalked 
up  against  each  of  them.  In  1910  tho 
figure  had  grown  to  $49.12,  in  1920  to 
$04.16,  in  1925  to  $98.45,  whilo  tho  lat¬ 
est  figuro  available  shows  an  expendi¬ 
ture  per  student  of  $102.05.  o 
Tho  eoxpondituros  for  public  schools 
linvo  almost  doublod  since  1920.  Annual 
expenditures  for  grounds,  buildings, 
and  contents  increased  rapidly  from 
1920  to  1925  when  they  reached  tho 
lingo  figuro  of  $433,000,000.  Tho  year 
following  there  was  a  deeronso  of  $22,- 
000,000  spoilt  for  those  purposes  which 
was  taken  as'  nil  indication  that  con¬ 
struction  had  ovortnkon  the  shortage 
caused  by  tho  war.  Tho  Bureau  of  Edu 
cation  bolioves  that  tho  increase  in 
school  expenditures  may  ho  churgod  up 
to  two  main  accounts — decreasing  pur 
((busing  power  of  tho  dollar,  und  tho 
improved  school  fuciiltios  being  gonoral- 
ly  provided.

You  would  hardly  care  to  hear  a 
detailed  resume  of  the  truly  exciting 
history  of  the  University  of  Paris,  It 
is  enough  to  say  that  it  is  supposed  to 
be  ono  of  tho  very  oldest  and  largest 
in  Europe,  and  that  it  has  suffered 
extremes  of  fortune  in  its  eight  hun¬ 
dred  years  of  definite  history.  There 
is  no  more  romantic  part  of  its  story 
than  that  which  tells  of  Abelard  in  tho 
early  part  of  the  twelfth  century  sit¬ 
ting  on  a  bundle  of  straw  on  tho  slopo 
of  Saint  Gcnovicvc  lecturing  to  students 
gathered  from  all  over  Europe.  Abelard 
was  a  scholar  of  unusual  intellectual 
1  indopoadcnco.  Ho  started  that  .tradition 
of  fearlessness  of  teaching  and  of  in¬ 
dependence  of  thinking,  which  has  char¬ 
acterized  this  university. 

Somo  authorities  say  that  tho  real 
founder  of  tho  modern  university  was 
Robert  do  Snrbon,  who  established  tho 
Academic  do  Paris  in  tho  thirteenth 
century.  It  seems  that  students  then 
woro  not  so  different  from  students  now. 
Compayro  tolls  of  tho  rulos  for  study 
laid  d9wn  by  Robert  do  Snrbon,  and  of 
bow  ho  “found  fault  with  tho  intel¬ 
lectual  habits  of  tho  students  of  his 
timo  who  thought  they  had  dbno  nil 
thoy  could  when  they  had  filled  thoir 
copybooks  with  notes.”  “Not  to  scorn 
ns  if  thoy  had  lost  their  timo,”  ho  said, 
“thoy  colleetj  leaves  of  parchmoiit, 
mako  thick  volumes  of  thorn  with  plen¬ 
ty  of  blank  spaces  on  tho  insido,  and 
bind  thorn  olognntly  in  rod  lonthor;  tlion 
they  return  to  tho  pntornnl  mansion 
with  a  bag  crammed  full  of  science  but 
with  a  mind  complotoly  empty.” 

It  was  tho  centor  of  tho  oducatod 
world  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth 
centuries,  but  in  tutor  centuries  it  did 
not  flourish  bo  much,  Everything  wag 
brought  to  an  end  by  tho  Revolution  in 
1792  or  1793.  In  1808  Napoleon  re¬ 
organized  tho  Acudomio  ns  a  purt  of 
tho  University  of  Paris,'  which  is  the 
houd  university  of  thoso  which  make 
up  the  University  of  Franco.  The  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Paris  now  hus  four  principal 
faculties:  those  of  Luw,'  Letters  ami 
Science  .  (including  Philosophy),  Medi¬ 
cine,  and  Pharmacy,  In  addition  thoro 
is  the  Oollego  de  France,  which  is  pure¬ 
ly  a  research  institution,  the  School  of 
Living  Oriental  Languages,  the  Ecolu 
Normale  Superieur,  and  a  long  list  of 
affiliated  faculties.  The  Borbouue  in¬ 
cludes  oaly  the  faculty  of  Letter*  and 
Science.  The  present  building,  which 
wna  constructed  between  }hH  and  1900

New  Dictionary 
Acquired  by  the 
College  Library 

The  Finest  English  Dictionary  of  the 

World  Is  Acquired  by  the  College  at 

a  Cost  01^460. 

Tho  Oxford  English  Dictionary,  pub¬ 
lication  of  which  began  in  1884,  is  now 
completed,  and  the  concluding  section, 
Wise-Wyzen,  was  published  in  April 
1928.  The  College  lias  recently  bought 
a  set  of  theso  dictionaries  and  has 
placed  them  in  the  library  for  tho  use 
of  tho  students.  -This  set  of  books  is 
composed  of  20  half-volumes  in  half- 
morocco  and  cost  approximately  four 
hundred  and  sixty  dollars. 

Tlio  Dictionary,  in  1897,  was  dedi¬ 
cated  to  Her  Majesty,  Queen  Victoria. 
It  is  now,  by  His  Majesty’s  gracious 
permission,  presented  on  its  completion 
to  King  George  the  Fifth. 

The  superiority  of  the  Dictionary  to 
all  othor  English  Dictionaries,  in  accur¬ 
acy  and  completeness,  is  everywhere  ad¬ 
mitted.  The  Oxford  Dictionary  is  the 
Bupreme  authority,  and  without  a  rival. 
It  is  perhaps  less  generally  appreciated, 
that  which  makes  the  Dictionary  unique 
is  its  historical  method;  it  is  a  Diction¬ 
ary  not  of  our  English,  but  of  all  Eng¬ 
lish:  the  English  of  Chaucer,  of  the 
Bible,  and  of  Shakespeare  is  unfolded 
in  it  with  tho  same  wealth'  of  illustra¬ 
tion  as  is  devoted  to  the  most  modern 
authors.  When  considered  in  this  light-, 
tho  fact  that  tho  first  part  of  the  Bic- 
tionary  was  published  in  1884  is  seen 
to  be  relatively  unimportant;  44  years 
is  a  small  period  in  the  life  of  a 
language.  It  is,  however,  obviously  de¬ 
sirable  that  aeroplane  and  appendicitis 
should  receive  due  recognition.  -A  sup¬ 
plement  is  accordingly  in  preparation, 
the  main  object  of  which  will  be  to 
include  words  which  were  born  too  late 
for  inclusion.  Copies  of  tho  supplement 
will  bo  offered  free  to  all  holders  of. 
the  complete  Dictionary.  .  .

Tho  material  of  the  dictionary  we 
owe,  in  the  main,  to  tho  unvemunerated 
labors  of  tho  members  of  the  Philologi¬ 
cal  Society  and  its  army  of  volunteer 
readers.  The  cost  of  tho  conversion  of 
this  and  much  more  material  into  tho 
Dictionary  itself,  and  the  cost  of  manu¬ 
facture,  lins  been  borne  by  the  Oxford 
University  Press.  (The,  outlay  has  been 
put  at  300,000  pounds  in  English  mon¬ 
ey).  To  this  statement  there  is  one 
exception.  Tho  Worshipful  Company  of 
Goldsmiths  in  1905  contributed  5,000 
pounds  towards  the  cost  of  the  sixth 
volume. 

Tho  conclusion  of  this  enormous  work 
was  suitably  celebrated  on  .1  uuo  6,  1928, 
at  n  dinner  given  by  tho  Prime  Warden 
and  Wardons  of  tho  Goldsmiths’  Com¬ 
pany. 

Perhaps  tho  reader  would  like  to 
know  moro  in  dotail,  somo  of  tho  hard¬ 
ships  and  disillu8ionmeuts  which  are 
always  in  tho  path  of  tho  editor  of 
such  a  moustrouB  work.  There  was  no 
suspicion  at  tlio  outsot  that  tlio  under¬ 
taking  was  to  bo  so  vast.  By  tlio  orig¬ 
inal  resolution  tho  task  of  preparing 
tho  now  dictionary  was  entrusted  to 
two  committees,  and  Messrs.  Coleridge 
and  Furnivall  woro  ompowured  to  nego¬ 
tiate  for  its  publication.  Colorngo  was 
subsequently,  in  November  1859,  ap¬ 
pointed  editor,  and  on  tiie  30th  of  May, 
I860,  was  sanguino  enough  to  write: 
“I  beliovo  that  tho  scheme  is  now  firm¬ 
ly  established,  .  .  .  and  1  confidently 
oxpoet  .  .  .  that  in  about  two  years  wo 
shall  bo  ablo  to  give  the  first  number 
to  tho  world.  Indeed,  wore  it  not  for  tho 
dilatoriness  of  many  eontributors,  I 
should  not  hositato  to  name  an  earlier

The  groat  marble  stnircaso  and  long 
lofty  halls  givo  ono  a  sense  of  spaco 
and  grandeur  filled  with  a  brooding 
quiotude.  At  ono  end  of  the  long  inner 
court  or  cloister  stands  tho  old  Egliso 
do  la  Sorbonno,  a  beautiful  cliapol  of 
tho  time  of  Cardinal  Richolicu.  Mass 
is  not  sung  before  tho  altar  under  the 
high  donio  in  thoso  days  of  republican 
Franco.  Raro  acudomic  mootings. occur 
there  and  concorts  of  choral  music.  Tho 
chapel  is  no  longor  a  control  fact  in 
university  lifo  and  organization. 

Matriculation  at  tho  Sorbonno  is  per 
mitted  on  very  easy  terms,  but  in¬ 
scription  is  another  matter,  for  that 
means  that  tho  studont  is  aspiring  to 
some  higher  degree.  Ho  must  lmvo  tho 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degroc,  which  is  grant¬ 
ed  by  tho  universities  to  those  students 
who  have  finished  tho  lysocs  by  passing 
the  examinations  given  by  the  universi¬ 
ties. 

School  System  of  France. 

The  whole  school  system  in  France 
is  under  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruc¬ 
tion  from  the  eeole  maternelle  to  tho 
university.  Between  these  two  ex¬ 
tremes  are  the  primary  schools,  the 
secondary .  schools,  greet  numbers  of 
normal  schools,  tmds  schools,  technical 
koala,  military  sshoeis  tad  jptker 


schools.  A  student  may  go  directly 
from  tho  primary  school  to  tho  trade 
schools  and  technical  schools,  hut  to 
enter  tho  university,  lie  must  go  thru 
tho  iyscc. 

Now  tho  lysec  1ms  a  hard  and  fast 
curriculum  which  pneks  into  four  years 
the  solid  studies  covered  in  tho  eight 
years  of  an  Amcricnn  high  school  and 
college.  Tile  student  nt  tho  lysec  has  a 
long,  steady  school  year  with  brief  va¬ 
cation  time.  Thursday  and  Sunday  aro 
his  holidays  ns  for  nil  French  school 
children.  (They  do  not  yet  hnvo  tho 
week-end  habit  in  France.  They  call  it 
la  semaine  anglaisc).  Ho  carries  seven 
studios  much  of  the  time,  such  sub¬ 
jects  as  Greek,  Latin,  modern  languages, 
French  literature,  history,  mathematics, 
science,  and  philosophy.  Ho  has  no 
timo  to  idle  away.  If  nt  tho  end  of 
the  school  year  he  fails  in  nny  ono  of 
this  six  or  eight  subjects,  lie  lias  to 
take  them  all  again.  At  tho  end  of  four 
year  lie  comes  up  for  the  bnclielor  ex¬ 
aminations,  which  are  given  by  the  uni¬ 
versities  as  has  already  been  remarked. 

With  an  A.  B.  degree  a  student  may 
inscribe  in  the  university,  but  it  iB  not 
an  easy  task  to  earn  another  degree. 
Examinations  are  long,  serious  affairs 
under  the  Faculty  of  Letters.  For  the 
Licencc-es-Lettrcs,  the  examinations, 
which  come  at  the  end  of  three  or  four 
years  of  study,  go  on  day  after  day  for 
tho  whole  of  a  month.  To  those  students 
who  honorably  survive  these  and  other 
even  more  severe  ordeals  is  awarded  the 
coveted  degree  and  the  right  to  wear 
the  blue  silk  toga  lined  with  gold  and 
to  be  crowned  with  the  laurel  wreathe. 

A  professor  at  the  Sarbonnc  gives 
lectures,  holds  seminars  and  eonfer- 
fcrunces,  and  is  accessible  by  appoint¬ 
ment.  For  most  part  his  relations  with 
students  are  very  distant  and  formal. 
The  class  assembles  before  tho  hour. 
The  one  who.  conies  after  the  doors  are 
closed  can  sympathize  with  the  Fool¬ 
ish  Virgins  in  the  old  parable.  The 
attendant  or  usher  enters  to  sec  that 
the  ventilation  is  right  and  the  light¬ 
ing  sufficient.  The  students  have  al¬ 
ready  written  their  names  in  his  book 
in  the  hall  before  taking  tlieir  places. 
When  the  bell  rings  he  ushers  in  the 
professor,  sees  him  settled,  and  departs 
difinitcly  closing  the  doors  behind  him. 
The  professor  is  always  dressed  in  for¬ 
mal  morning  costume — high  stiff  col¬ 
lar  and  dark  cut-away  coat.  He  re¬ 
mains  seated  behind  tho  ample  deselc 
during  the  lecture,  within  reach  of  the 
inevitable  bottle  of  water  and  glass 
tumbler.  The  bottle  of  water  must  be 
of  long  tradition  and  remains  for  ef¬ 
fect.  I  never  saw  it  used. 

Professors  are  engaged  by  tho  uni¬ 
versity  to  lecture.  If  students  do  not 
appear  it  does  not  much  matter.  A 
friend  tells  of  an  absent-minded  pro¬ 
fessor  at  the  Sorbonnc  a  generation 
ago,  who  delivered  a  whole  course  of 
lectures  to  ono  person  only.  At  the 
end  of  the  course  of  lectures  the  pro¬ 
fessor  thanked  his  audience  for  his 
faithful  interest  nnd  attendance,  and 
then  the  man  avowed  that  ho  was  only 
the  professor’s  coachman  waiting  to 
take  him  homo. 

The  French  professors  arc  noted  for 
tho  fine  organization  of  their  mater¬ 
ial,  and  for  their  excellent  clarity  of 
presentation.  They  are  detailed  and 
thorough,  for  there  is  no  hurry.  Pro¬ 
fessor  Cestre,  who  gives  a  course  on 
contemporary  American  poetry,  lec¬ 
tured  on  the  poetry  of  only  one  Amer¬ 
ican  the  year  I  wnst  there;  the  your  be¬ 
fore  it  was  another  poet,  and  each  year 
since  u  Different  one.  In  tho  gradu¬ 
ate  school  of  an  American  university 
tho  professor  will  “do  up”  the  whole 
crowd  of  contemporary  poets  in  one 
summer  school.  \ 

Every  your  tho  Sorbonno  (and  also 
tho  College  do  Franco)  gives  a  great 
number  of  Cours  Publics,  somotimos  as 
many  as  forty.  This  means  that  many 
professors  aro  giving  a  locturo  every 
week  to  which  not  only  students  aro 
admitted,  but  tho  public  may  attend 
free-  of  charge.  No  professor  may  givo 
one  of  these  lectures  twice.  That  is 
the  rulo  of  tho  university.  Every 
course  so  given,  every  lecture,  must 
represent  a  fresh  pioco  of  scholarship, 
Tho  courses  offer  a  wido  range  of  sub¬ 
ject  matter:  Psychology,  tho  Develop 
mont  of  Reason;  Abralmm  Lincoln, 
Idealist  nnd  Stutosnmj);  tho  Chinese 
Family;,  Greco-Rmnanino  Egypt;  Ele 
moats  of  the  Hobrow;  Language;  Evo 
lution  of  tho  Philosophy  of  Contem 
pornry  Physics;  History  of  Japanese 
Lyric  Poetry;  Music  in  Venice  in  tho 
Eighteenth  Century,  nnd  so  on  to  tho 
fortieth  title.  In  tho  eourso  of  yoarH 
ono  could  got  a  certain  sort  sf  eduen 
lion  by  attending  theso  lectures,  and 
all  without  oxpuuso  except  that  of 
one’s  own  intellectual  offort,  which  is, 
after  all,  too  heavy  an  exponso  for 
many  people.

any  sort  of  work  to  help 'pay  their  ex¬ 
penses  while  they  wero  attending  the 
university.  Tho  sad  poverty  of  these 
late  years  has  changed  all  that.  Now 
efforts  aro  being  made  to  arrango 
means  for  young  men  to  cam  and 
study  at  the  same  timo.  A  university 
city  is  in  tlio  process  of  construction 
on  tho  outskirts  of  Pnvis,  whero  stu¬ 
dents  may  he  housed  very  comfortably 
and  cheaply.  Each  notion  is  building 
its  own  house.  Thoso  of  Englnnd  and 
Belgium  have  already  been  completed. 
Ambassador  Herrick  laid  tho  corner 
stone  for  the  American  house  this  fall. 
This  new  city  suggests  the  old  nations 
by  which  the  university  was  onco  gov¬ 
erned. 

Among  the  eighteen  or  twenty  thous¬ 
and  young  men  who  attend  the  uni¬ 
versity  proper  each  year,  (there  are 
more  than  three  thousand  women  in  ad¬ 
dition),  one  might  expect  to  find  all 
tho  types  and  most  of  the  nationalities. 
In  fact  the  population  of  tho  Latin 
Quarter  is  so  various  that  it  is  useless 
to  try  to  sort  it.  To  be  sure  one  can¬ 
not  miss  the  Englishman  or  the  Jap¬ 
anese,  for  tho  Englishman  never 
swerves  from  his  devotion  to  his  Lon¬ 
don  tailor,  and  no  tailor  can  entirely 
transform  a  Japanese. 

No  student  population  has  ever  been 
so  written  up  ns  that  of  the  Latin 
Quarter  of  Paris.  Cheap  fiction  lias 
thrown  some  strangely  oblique  lights 
upon  what  is  colorful  and  exciting 
enough.  It  is  hard  to  know  the  real 
truth  of  it.  The  visiting  foreigner 
never  truly  sees  a  fraction  of  what  he 
supposes  he  sees,  and  of  that  which 
he  supposes  he  secs  a  far  smaller  frac¬ 
tion  is  truly  representative.  I  saw 
only  well-behaved  young  men  and 
some  young  women  sitting  or  walking 
in  the  Luxemborg  Gardens,  that  par¬ 
adise  of  students  and  nurse  maids.  The 
private  walks  of  Marie  do  Medici  now 
belong  to  everybody,  nnd  all  those  fair 
queens  aloffg  the  avenues  look  down 
upon  the  crowds  or  over  their  heads 
with  the  same  fixed,  distant,  unap¬ 
proving  air.  Conspicuous  among  the 
strollers  in  the  garden  are  those  who 
affect  long  hair,  soft  felt  hats,  rolling 
collars,  flowing  ties,  and  velveteen 
jackets.  They  are  dressed  for  the  most 
part  and  remain  conscious  of  their  pose 
of  Bohemianism.  Their  studied  care¬ 
lessness  of  manner  and  superior  air  of 
disillusioned  cynicism  are  unutterably 
comic.  Prick  the  bubble  of  a  poseur 
and  what  does  one  have? 

Occasionally  there  are  student  dem¬ 


onstrations  that  nre  not  really  riots.  In 
tho  Place  do  la  Sorbonno  and  along 
Boulevard  Saint  Michel  there  is  a  grand 
fete  on  Mnrdi  Gras  with  masquerading 
nnd  whatnot  after  an  old,  old  custom. 

In  thoso  moro  carefree  days  before 
tho  war  it  was  tho  custom  ninong  cer¬ 
tain  groups  of  young  meh  who  woro 
intimnto  friends  to  vie  with  each  oth¬ 
er  in  hunting  out  strange  experiences 
during  tho  vacation  from  July  to  No¬ 
vember.  Tho*idea  was  to  do  Bomo  fan¬ 
tastic,  absurd,  unheard-of  thing  for  tho 
ploasuro  ■  of  tolling  of  it  lator  and  of

vagance.  My  friend  tells  of  how  they  bo£oro  prevailed.  Tho  feeling  of  na- 
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came  upon  one  of  these  adventurers 


once  in  tho  south  of  France,  who  was 
travelling  as  a  ■  showman.  Ho  had  a 
big,  black  nefcro  in  charge,  about  whom 
he  mado  up  tho  most  bloodcurdling 
tales,  nnd  whom  ho  offered  as  a  Bavnge, 
fresh  from  the  jungles.  In  tho  prov¬ 
inces  then  a  negro  was  more  than  a 
rarity.  The  truth  of  the  matter  was 
that  tho  fierce  exhibit  was  a  very 
harmless,  scared  negro  from  Kentucky, 
U.  S.  A.,  who  had  never  seen  tho  Af¬ 
rican  jungles. 

Such  freakishness  is  rather  moro  en¬ 
gaging  than  the  eternal  dueling  of  tho 
pre-war  German  students.  In  both 
countries  now  much  of  the  enthusiasm 
of  youth  is  pouring  itself  into  very 
serious  channels.  Tho  field  of  scien¬ 
tific  research  becomes  moro  and  more 
exciting.  Young  Europe  lias  too  many 
pressing  problems  weighing  it  down  to 
find  much  play  time.  Effort  and  timo 
arc  precious. 

There  is  one  thing  worth  repeating 
from  my  rambling  comments  on  schools 
and  that  is  tho  rule  at  the  Sorbonno 
that  each  formal  ..lecture  is  to  repre¬ 
sent  a  new  piece  of  scholarship.  Think 
of  Madame  Curie  alternating  between 
her  laboratory  and  lecture  room  in  pa¬ 
tient  study  and  teaching.  She  is  a 
great  scholar.  At  all  truly  great  uni- 
I  vorsities  there  is  greatness  because 
earnest,  teachers  practice  what  was 
meant  when  Loup  do  Ferriers  said  to 
Charles  the  Bold  more  than  a  thous¬ 
and  years  ago:  “I  desire  to  teach 
what  I  have  learned"  and  am  daily 
learning.  ”  Or  as  Gerbert,  who  r 
sembled  Lupus  meant  when  ho  said  in 
the  eleventh  century.  “Proindo  in  otio 
in  negotio  et  doccmus  quod  scimus  et 
addiscimus  quod  nescimus.”  That  ,  is 
tho  university  spirit;  it  is  the  spirit  of 
all  great  learning  and  of  all  true 
teaching. 


tional  unity  which  has  resulted  from 
tho  geographical  limitation  of  Turkoy 
and  the  cutting  off  of  unsympathetic 
races  which  were  a  burden  and  a  handi¬ 
cap  has  roused  tho  entire  country  to 
throw  off  a  lethargy  of  centuries,  to 
become  modern  nnd  to  ndvnnco  by 
means  of  education.  The  government 
has  extended  education  into  the  fields 
of  bettor  housing  and  has  built  in  An¬ 
gora  model  houses  for  incomes  of  vary¬ 
ing  amounts.  Peasants  from  long  dis¬ 
tances  travel  to  Angora  to  view  these 
houses,  to  go  homo  and  copy  some  or 
all  of  their  features.

Coolidge  Opens  Up 
World  Court 'Issue 

At  a  breakfast  conference  in  the 
White  Houston  November  24,  PresiJ 
dent  Coolidge  announco  to  his  fifteqfi 
Senatorial  guests  that  bp- was  planuu ftv 
to  take  up  again  tile  matter  of  tiro 
World  Court,  hoping  to  seo  tho  United 
States  join  tho  Court  l/eforo  lie  rotires 
from  of  fieri. 

In  February  1920  tho  Senate  voted  to 
adhere  to  tho  World  Court,  provided 
that  five  reservations  were  aceoptcd 
by  all  the  nations  now  members  of  tho 
Court.  Sovon  nations  accepted  tho  reser¬ 
vations  at  once.  Twonty-threo  other 
nations  conferred  on  tho  matter  at 
Genova  in  September  1920,  and  adopted 
reservations  of  their  own  on  our  fourth 
and  fifth  reservations.  Horo,  tho  matter 
has  rested  for  more  than  two  years. 
Tho  recont  olection  of  Charles  Evans 
Hughes  as  ono  of  tho  Judges  of  tho 
Court  has  ereatod  now  interest  in  tho 
subject  and  is  perhaps  ono  of  tho  rou- 
son  swhy  tho  issuo  is  being  reopened.

period.”  To  be  certain  of  n  date  by 
which  his  dictionary  will  lie  fairly  be¬ 
gun  or  ended  has  been  ‘  the  lio  in  tho 
soul”  of  ninny  a  lexicographer. 

To  contain  the  materials  on  which 
the  Dictionary  would  lie  based,  Coler¬ 
idge  had  a  set  of  pigeon-holoH  made 
(which  is  stil)  in  existence),  capable  of 
holding  about  00,000  slips  at  most.  As 
many  ns  this  were  ultimately  required 
for  even  ono  of  the  minor  letters  of 
the  alphabet.  Coleridge  died  in  April, 
1861,  and  the  tnsk  of  continuing  tho 
Dictionary  fell  upon  Furnivall,  who  brw 
clearly  that  the  first  thing  necessary 
was  to  continue  the  collection  of  ma¬ 
terial. 

While  lie  wns  pressing  on  with  this, 
and  enlisting  the  services  of  volunteer 
sub-editors,  the  Dictionary  practically 
disappeared  from  tho  activities  of  tho 
Philological  Society.  At  different  times 
tho  secretary  of  tho  Society  would  men¬ 
tion  the  Dictionary  in  his  annual  report 
but  this  was  about  all  that  was  heard 
of  the  making  of  this  tremendous  piece 
of  work. 

The  reports  made  to  the  Society  dur¬ 
ing  the  years  from  1880  to  1884  con¬ 
tain  much  interesting  information,  and 
give  some  idea  of  the  immense  task  in¬ 
volved  in  organizing  the  further  nec¬ 
essary  collection  of  material,  and  in 
preparing,  at  the  same  time,  the  articles 
for  the  opening  section  of  the  Diction¬ 
ary.  Unsparing  hard  work  on  Dr.  Mur¬ 
ry’s  part,  willing  nid  from  contributors 
in  this  country  and  elsewhere, 
triumphed  over  all  difficulties,  and  on 
May  19,  1882  lie  was  able  to  announce: 
“The  great  fact  ...  is,  that  the  Dic¬ 
tionary  is  now  at  last  really  launched, 
and  that  some  forty  pages  arc  in  type, 
of  which  forty-eight  columns  have 
reached  me  in  proof.”  Compare  this 
statement  with  that  of  Coelridgc  and 
.you  will  sec  that  the  editors  were  just 
beginning  to  seo  that  the  book  they 
:  were  to  form  would  take  a  long  time 
I  to  edit  and  would  become  not  ono  book, 
I  but  many.  From  1880  until  1884  tho 
book  made  steady  progress  and  the 
j  first  part  was  published  in  February, 
1 1884.  So  wc  see  that  this  unvisioned 
piece  of  work  was  to  develop  from  a 
book  edited  in  one  year  to  a  set  of 
books,  twenty  to  be  exact,  eacli  book 
containing  one  half  of  a  volume.  Today 
tho  English-speaking  nations  acclaim 
this  set- as  the  greatest  Dictionary  ever 
produced. 

It  might  be  well  to  name  the  con¬ 
tributors  to  this  book  along  with  the 
editors.  Scores  of  contributors  ^cannot 


I  bo  named  because  of  lack  of  space. 
Tho  editors  have  been  named.  Herbert 
Coleridge  wns  appointed  editor  in  Nov¬ 
ember,  1859.  Frederick  James  Furnivall 
wns  elected  to  tho  editorship  in  1825 
on  tho  death  of  Coleridge.  In  1910  Dr. 
James  Murray  ascended  to  the  editor’s 
clinir  and  from  the  (Into  of  his  arrival 
in  this  position  until  1ub  dentil  in  1915 
a  steady  stream  of  work  flowed  from 
Ms  desk  to  tho  printer.  Henry  Bradley, 
William  Crnigio,  and  ChnrlcB  Talbut 
Onions  finished  the  work  and  in  1928 
the  grentest  of  nil  English  dictionaries 
made  its  appearance.  There  were  many 
volunteers  to  nid  the  editors  and  every 
English-speaking  nation  gnvo  valuable 
information  to  the  making  up  of  so 
profound  a  masterpiece.  Several  well 
known  professors  and  men  of  letters 
in  the  United  States  edited  the  poetry 
section. 

Some  would  like  to  know  what  this 
book  includes  that  other  dictionaries 
have  left  out.  The  three  leading  Dic¬ 
tionaries  before  the  appearance  of  this 


one  w’cre  flic  Johnson’s  Dictionary,  Cns- 
scll ’s  Encyclopaedic,  nnd  tho  Century, 
Tho  Century,  which  is  the  largest,  has 
28,457  words  recorded  from  To — 7,, 
while  the  Oxford  has  61,055.  Words  il¬ 
lustrated  by  quotations  in  tho  Century 
number  10,739,  with  50,463  in  tho  Ox¬ 
ford.  Number  of  illustrative  quota¬ 
tions  in  the  Century  nre  24,249  with 
279,761  in  tho  Oxford.  By  these  figures 
can  be  seen  the  great  improvement  over 
any  other  English  dictionarfy.
